custody late Monday night by Con- 
Btail* Thomas Gott of East Worcester 
in a. house at Pleasant Valley. 


The whereabouts ot the young «n»»» 


were tipp«d off to the constable by 
patriotic residents of tha valley, who 
*"** located the soldier. Hurriedly 
gathering: a. posse of East Worcester- 
ites. the officer hastened to the valley, 
and surrounded the house pointed out 
to then- as the place where the man 
would be found. They -were denied 
admittance, but upon threatening to 
break down the door, were admitted. 
They found young Pitts asleep in bed 
with a. revolver in his clothes ready 
for Instant use. The culprit is now 
lodged in the Richmondville Jail 
awaiting orders from army authorities 
aa to 
disposition. 


For several days the authorities had 


been searching for Pitts, but because 
some residents of the -. -Jley were evi- 
dently sheltering Mm, according to 
the officials, he could* not be found. 
Oneonta. police scoured the vicinity last 
week •when they captured Dreger. but 
failed to locate Pitts. Before they left 
the locality, they warned the young 
man's mother, who residid two miles 
from -where he -.-as caught, that the 
penalty for desertion is severe under 
condition's similar ' " Pitt's case. The 
mother thereupon promised to locate 
her son and see that he save himself 
up- 


The citizens who notified the con- 


stable Monday night were incensed at 
the lethargy of Pleasant Valley and 
took matters into their own hands, ac- 
cording to one official comment on the 
case last night. 


When arrested Pitt recounted the 


story j)t how he managed to escape 
from the army the third time. He said 
that he was with his regiment, the 
30th engineere. on board a transport 
out-bound for France at night, when 
he saw an opportunity to escape and 
reach land. As the •vessel slowly mov- 
ed onward, he jumped overboard and 
swam to Ashore. He failed to explain 
how he reached Otsego county, how- 
ever. 


Pitt's first desertion -was caused by 


overstaying his leavo with Dreger and 
another soldier. Under Dreger's lead- 
ership the three planned to remain -.t 
the valley ant hide from ths authori- 
ties. The third man In tl> case, how- 
ever, thought differently of the mat- 
ter and returned to his post and he 
notified the 
officials 
of the where- 


abouts oi the other two. Constable 
Gott was Immediately asked to arrest 
them. He found Pitts and jailed him, 
but the young fellow escaped. He was 
later caught by State troopers •while 
attempting to evade detection, and 
sent to Camp Men-itt, X. J., where his
